All Practitioners agree, 
that no Diſorder is moxe liable to 


- theſe Miſchiefs, than that which we 


call the FAN DiskasB. In the 
Management of this filthy Malady, 
Things ſometimes occur which the 
loogeh Obſervation was never be- 
fore able to diſcern ; and the oldeſt 
. Artiſt muſt, atleaſt ſometimes, con- 
fels himſelf a mere Novice, and 
own his Ignorance both of the Na- 
ture of the Complaint and its Cure. 
Moreover, it is not uncommon in 
this Diſorder, to be apptis d of 
Things, which, though they ſeem 
as Trifles hardly worth regarding, 
yet ſhall ſoon produce a Train of 
horrible Conſequences. Phyſici- 
ans muſt have been too often *

ſible of a Lack of due Regard to 
petty Ulcers of the Throat, Tongue, 
Palate, and Noſe: And notwith- 
ſanding I myſelf have been for above 
ſix and thirty Years a Practitioner 
in this Diſeaſe; and although I had 
always Opportunity of acquainting 
myſelf with the Nature of this ano- 
malous Evil, and made good Uſe 
of it too; yet has every Year pro- 
duc d me ſomething new and un- 
obſerved before.

And che Venom of the Mad-dog 
admitted thro' the ſmalleſt Wound 
produces the moſt terrible Symp- 
toms. The Juice of white Helle- 

| bore, Tobacco, and Pthora, mixed 
with the Blood in the ſmalleſt Quan- 
tity, leave ſcarce any Thing unal- 
tered in the whole Body, and bring 
on certain and ſpeedy Death. In- 
finite is the Number of Things, 
which, if mixed with the vital Fluid, 
will each produce ſome Diſeaſe, 
vhich will ſurely terminate in Death. 
I fhall without inſiſting on further 
Particulars, ſpeak to one Thing 
only. Who would believe that no 
larger a Quantity of the variolous 
Pus, than may be born away on 
the Point of a Needle, will, if in- 
troduced into the Blood of a hale 
robuſt Country- man, produce a 
very ſingular Fever of a particular 
Eind, limited to a certain Duration, 
and accompanied with ſuch and ſuch

Symptoms? Anon ſhall enſue an 
Eruption of Puſtles, of a determi- 
nate Shape and Nature, which will 
in a certain Space of Time become 
purulent Abſceſſes, and of which 
there is often ſuch an Abundance, 


that almoſt.the whole Maſs of Blood 


is no other than downright Pas of a 
malignant Nature, and ſometimes 
the whole Body goes to Wreck, 
every Particle having acquired ſuch 
a Virus, as to be capable of infec- 
ting a healthy Perſon with the like 
Contagion. Vet this is not all; 
there is no Neceſſity of introducing 
the Poiſon by a Wound, the Breath 
or the Touch are ſufficient to admit 


in the floating Particles of it. ls it 


not notorious that the putrid EHuvia, 
proceeding from the Bodies of ſuch 
as have the ſmall Pox, do infect 
Perſons in Health, by being con- 
vey'd through the Air, inſomuch 
that they are ever affected in the 
n B 2 like 
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like Manner, as thoſe who are in- 
oculated according to the modern 
Practice? Thus much then Experi- 


ment aſſures us of, that publick Con- 


tagion proceeds entirely in the ſame 


Manner, by Means of a ſubtle Va- 
pour, as it does when the purulent 
Matter itſelf is deſignedly mixed 


with the Blood. Whence we learn 


likewiſe, that it is not the Quantity 
of the Pus introduced, but a rarify d 
Vapour which it contains, that is 
effectual in producing the Diſeaſe. 


And we are inform d beſides by the 
ſame Examples, that the ſubtle Vi- 


rus may, with the ſame Eaſe, get 


into our Veins with our Breath thro 


the Lungs, or with our Spittle when 
it is ſwallowed, or even the 


Pores of the Skin, eſpecially if they 


have been enlarg d by Heat, Mo- 
tion, or Sweating. Laſtly, this 
ſingle Experiment evinces, that oft- 
times the very ſame Poiſon will oc-

Remark, that in acute Fevers, and

ced morbific Matter acts with Hurry 
and Precipitancy, the Patient ſoon 
dies, or elſe Nature thus exaſperated 
ſoon reſtores him to Health. On 
the other hand it frequently falls un- 
der Obſervation, that certain miſ- 
chievous Particles are received into 
the Body, which produce no un- 
uſual or violent Symptoms at firſt, 
but bring about a Corruption of 
the Humours, by a ſlow and ſcarce- 
ly diſcernible Alteration of them; 
10 that they gain Ground by De- 
grees, and communicate the Stain 
to the contiguous Parts: That which 
is moſt unaccountably unlucky in 
the preſent Circumſtance is, that 
the Part once infected, has forth- 
with a full Power of diſperſing the 
ſame Kind of Poiſon it has itſelf re- 
ceived. Note it in the common 
lich. One that has it, ſhakes ano- 
ther who has it not by the Hand, 
and we Il ſuppoſe a vigorous Warmth

in both: By and by the ſound Man 
itches, firſt in the Part immediately 
concern d in the Contact, preſently 
the Complaint ſpreads all over him, 
and now he too is in a Condition 
of infecting every ſound Perſon he 
meets withal. This Contagion is 
capable of being communicated by 
Gloves, Clothes, Beds, and as my 
own Experience has aſſured me even 
by warm Money. Twere need- 
leſs to ſay any Thing of the Fera 
Hſora, or of the Lepra of the Greeks 
or Arabians. It is however a Mat- 
ter of ſad Reflection, that we know 
full well the Texture of the human 
Body to be ſuch, as by bare cuticu- 
lar Contact to admit into it Par- 
ticles ſo exceeding ſmall, as to eſcape 
all Notice of the Senſes; yet capable 
of altering entirely the Nature of 
our Fluids, and rendering them ſuch 
as to bring : our Health, nay our 
Lives under the greateſt Danger, |

cauſe a ſmall Degree of Malignity

Flea - bite: The Patient feels a ſlight 
itching there, and a troubleſome 
Heat, but nothing that can be cal- 
led Pain. The Puſtle becomes 
L eo: and by elevating the 
ſcarf Skin forms a little Bladder 
| replete with a thin pellucid Water: 
If this Bladder be broken, the Sore 
will eaſily heal, and generally with- 
out any farther Miſchief. For in 
this Cale it deſerves Notice, that 
the contagious Particle floating in 
the aqueous Fluid, is, upon burſting 
the Pellicle, diſcharged, without lea- 
ving behind it any Marks of the 
Mualignity. Hence it appears why 
theſe minute Bladders, which the 
common Surgeons call Chry/tallmes, 
are ſo happily cured without a great 
deal of Pains or Remedies. For if 
there be any Judgment to be form'd 
from as much as at this Time we 
know of the Structure of the human 
Body, the Venom ſuckt in by the 
ou | ex- 


* 
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exceeding ſmall Pores, is convey d 
through a lymphatie Veſſel, into a 
little . Cavity, and there 
infects the Lymph, raiſes a Tuber- 
cle, ruptures it, and diſcharges itſelf 
again, without any tenacious Ad- 
herence of the Contagion. 

But when the . 
Spot forms a Tubercle, replete 
with a Matter of a whitiſh yellow 
Colour, thick, like freſh Cream, 
not ropy, bur ſeparating when diſ- 
tended between the Finger and the 
Thumb; and when dried on Linen 


is ſomewhat hard; *tis ever an ill 
Token, which a prudent Practitio- 
ner will foreſee to be attended with 
Difficulty in the Cure. The Sur- 
geons aſtally call it a Chancre. I 
have ever found the Seat of this 
Malady to be in that pinguious Hu- 
mour of the Body, which in People 
of a good ſound Conſtitution poſ-

becomes of a yellowiſ Green, and 
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ſeſſes that Part called by the Anci- 
ents the Panniculus adipoſus, and 
by the Moderns the Membrana 
celluloſa. It is made up of exceed- 
ing fine Veſſels, including between 
them an infinite Number of minute 
Cells, which have a mutual Com- 
munication one with another, and 
are capable of prodigious Diſtenſion 
from the leaſt Force. In a Con- 
ſumption and Maraſmus, theſe 
Cells are ſo emptied as to become 
inviſible; in an Emphyſema they 
are ſo inflated with Air, that they 
_ are monſtrouſly turgid, and in | 
. Leucophlegmania they are filled with 
Water. This cellulous Membrane 
is thrown over all the moveable 
Parts of the Body, fo that it will 
1 | be found every where between the 
= Skin and the Muſcles; in conſe- 


= \ quence of which it is, that we are 
auble to move the Muſcles, the Skin 


at the ſame Time remaining at reſt.

And it is obſervable, that where the 
Muſcles are deſtin d to the greateſt 
Share of Motion, there this Mem- 
brane is thickeſt and fatteſt, as may 
be ſeen about the Breaſt, Abdomen, 
Back, Loins, Buttocks, Thighs, 
Legs, and Neck. But where the 
Muſcles are ſmall, and not v 
liable to Motion, there this Mem- 
brane is ſtock d with ſo ſmall a 


Quantity of Fat, that almoſt al! A- 


natomiſts in general reject an adi- 


ſe Membrane, and only Ruyſch 
Lane of a cellulous one: Thus 
diſallow of it in the Head, the Eye- 
lids, the Face, and the Scrotum; 


bur unjuſtly, for it certainly exiſts 


in thoſe Parts, but is ſo much thin- 
ner there than ar the Buttocks, as 
the Elevator of the u per Eye- lid, 
or the Corrugator Fang is leſs

ſo do its Continuations perform 
the ſame Office among the Muſcles, 
as they regard each other, by in- 
veloping each of them ſeparately, 
whether great or ſmall, throughout 
the "whole, Body; ſo that one can 
never actually touch another, but 
the one may move with all imagin- 
able Eaſe, whilſt the next to it is 
at reſt. On the ſame Score it is as 
eaſy to diſtinguiſh between Muſcle 
and Muſcle, as between the Muſcles 
and the Skin that covers them. Nor 
are the Muſcles alone thus ſheath'd, 
but likewiſe their Tendons; in ver- 
tue of which they are eaſily pulled 
forwards and backwards, without 
any ſenſible Friction or Retardation. 
From the Tendons and Heads of 
the Muſcles, this Membrane is con- 
tinued to the outward Superficies of 
the Perioſteum, and ſo to the Bones, 
and expands itſelf over the Liga- 
ments of the Joints, and even inſi- 
| nuates 


L 23 J 
nuates itſelf between the Viſcera and 
their Meninges, as the Membrane 
of the Thorax, and the Expanſion 
of the Peritoncum. Finally, the 
Portion of it that is deſtin'd to any 
one Muſcle, is {till farther diſpers'd 
among the Interſtices of that Mulcle, 
which conſiſts of ſeveral Parts, into 
which it is artfully diviſible, fo chat 
theſe too may move diſtinctly a- 
mong one another; and the {ame 
obtains even in every particular Fibre 
of the whole Muſcle. Thus have 
we an Idea of the incredible Expan- 
ſion of this Menibrane, of its uni- 
verſal Uſe, and of the Communica- 
tion of the moſt diſtant Parts ohe 
with another by its Means: For its 
Progreſs from the Skin to the Peri- 
ofteum has been already demon- 
ſtrated. Now the Subſtance of the 
Marrow is ſupplied from the Veſſels 
of the Perioſteum, conſolidated in 
the Hollow of the Bone, and it is 


partly 


partly returned to the Veſſels of this 
Membrane, by the ſmall Veſſels of 
the Perioſteum, and ſuch is the Man- 
ner of this Communication. Theſe 
Things I was forced to promiſe, in 
order to illuſtrate my Opinion about 
che venereal Diſeaſe. I am capable 
of d ing them by .undeni- 
able Arguments, built on real Facts. 
And I eſteem it abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary, that they ſhould be known in 
proceeding to the Knowledge and 
Cure not only of this Complaint, but 
likewiſe of an Inflammation, Sup- 
puration, Gangrene, Schirrhus, Can- 
cer, Carcinoma, Atheroma, Steato- 
ma, Meliceris, Sphacelus, Dropſy, 
and almoſt all Diſeaſes whatever. 
There is one Particular I have to 
obſerve. If by a ſubcutaneous Sup- 
puration the cellulous Membrane 
quite deſtroyed in any Part of 
the Body, and the Skin, as it fre- 
quently happens, remains alive *

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the Veſſels of the true Skin, and is 
got into the Cells of the adipoſe 
Membrane, and mixt with the Fat 
which it there finds; then does this te- 
nacious Oil partake of its virulent 
Quality; and by its own Clammi- 
neſs retains and embraces it, till by 
Heat, Continuanee and Motion it 
is more incens d; corroding and 
contaminating the Skin and Cuticle 
that are over it, and communicating 
the Contagion to the other Cells 
that ſurround it: And this is the Rea- 
ſon, that in the adipoſe Membrane 
the Corruption is always found to 
have ſpread farther than in the Skin 
that covers it. The Tubercle grows 


| wo gradually larger and harder, and at 


length breaking at its Extremity, 
diſcharges ſuch a Matter as has been 
before deſcribed: This Matter, tho 
it be wipd away, flows afreſh, and 
will not be ſtopp d, nor does it ſe- 
parate any Slough from the ſound 

0. . f Parts 
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Parts by Suppuration; but on the 
contrary fouls all that is contiguous, 
propagating the ſame Kind of Vi- 
rulence, and ſupplying the ſame 
Matter: Thus do the ſpreading Ul- 
cers of the Membrana adipoſa cor- 
rupt the Integuments by flow De- 
grees, and leave the Muſcles beneath 
quite bare, tho* entire, and of a 
lively red Colour. The Lips of 
theſe Ulcers in Parts that are cove- 
red with: Skin, are never raiſed or 
turned backwards, but are conſtring- 
ed even and ſmooth, and of a pale 

Colour. The Matter which they 
diſcharge, is ſo very different from 
that which is found in all other 
Kinds of Abſceſſes, that one who · 
has been converſant among venereal 
Patients, will immediately diſtin- 
guiſh it from Ichor, Santes, Pus, or 
the Lymph of Cancers. For in this 
Diſeaſe, the Matter of the Ulcer 
ſhines like melted Tallow, is almoſt

over the Body at once, corrupting

void of Tenacity, looks of a Colour 
between a dirty white and a green, 
has no Acrimony perceptible by 
Heat, Pain, and Twinging, but con- 
fumes this Membrane alone with a 
red Rottenneſs, without any great 
Senſation of Pain. If ſuch an Ulcer 
happens to be healed, thenthe Skin 
ever adheres to the ſubjacent Muſcles, 


and makes an uncouth Appearance; 


a Cavity remaining, together with 


| a Loſs of Motion in the Mulcles, 


and a Rigidneſs in the Part; a li- 
vid red Colour on the Skin, with a 

mighty Tenſion and ſhining Dry- 
neſs, nothing of the perſpirable Mat- 


ter paſſing that way, After this 


1maginary Cure, another Sore not 


' unlike the former, will diſcover it- 


ſelf in ſome neighbouring Part, pro- 
ceeding in the ſame Manner, and 
leaving the ſame Marks behind it. 
Sometimes many Ulcers are ſpread 


and 
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and waſting it away by Degrees. 
I once ſaw a-comely young Fellow, 
a Man of Condition, whoſe whole 
Back was covered with Ulcers as 
broad as the Palm of the Hand 
there being only ſmall Strips of 
Skin left untouch'd between them: 
"Theſe when they were healed, left 
a horrible Appearance behind them. 
Vet I took very particular Notice, 
chat the Muſcles whilſt they lay bare, 
were of a moſt lively and beautiful 
red; and that theſe Ulcers left not 
only the Muſcles but the Skin un- 
touch d, all except its under Veſſels, 
ttill its whole Pabulum in the Mem- 
. brana adipeſa was deſtroy'd, and 
then the Skin too went to Wreck. 
From this Caſe I diſcovered the par- 
ticular Nature of this Diſeaſe. I

The Ap- 


plication of the moſt efficacious Re- 


medies, will be of little or no Ser- 


vice in'theſe Sort of Ulcers, unleſs 
you at once remove all the infected 
Fat by Knives, Fire, or Corroſives. 
If upon cruſting over the Mouth of 
an Ulcer, by any acrid Medicine, 
ow: cloſe up the ¶irus, it will ſpread 


farther, and communicate its Viru- 


lence to the neighbouring Parts, and 
oftentimes produce a Pox of the 
worſt Kind. Therefore the pre- 
ſent and faſhionable Uſe of Lapis 
inſernalis, Ag. Dro. Fernelij. Ag. 


Vurioli. Precipitate, and the like 
Medicines taken at the Recommen- 
dation of Pick- pocket Quacks, is a

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moſt abominable Practice, from 
whence I have known Multitudes 
of Poxes to ariſe. + Thele Ulcers 
would be more rationally manag'd - 
with mollifying ſaponaceous and 
aqueous Applications, which would 
diſpoſe them to perſpire and drive 
outwards the Matter thus render d 
moveable and — through 
the enlarg'd Pores of the Body. 
This is indeed the moſt ſafe and 
efficacious Method of all others, for 
healing this worſt» Kind of Ulcets. 
I have often experienced it to be 
ſuch, when other Methods were 
often repeated without Succeſs. A 
very plentiful and long continued 
running, which in virulent Co- 
norrhæas has been deſignedly kept 
ſo by Medicines, is aflow'd to be the 
beſt Preſervative inthe World againſt 
a Pox, -which directly points out this 
Method; whereas on the contrary, 
a too halty checking of the _ |

duce a confirm d Pox, and that in 
a very ſnort Time. I think I have 
fairly diſplayed the Nature of this

I Þ any next ta conſider theſe Ul- 
cers, when they affect Parts that are 
pot cover d with a real Skin: And 
bere they wilt be found to be fa 
manifold; that were I to enter into 
2 particular Detail of them, I ſhould 
fall a Volume. Let us chen ſup- 
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poſe the Glaus of the Penis to be 

affected with one of theſe Ulcers. 
This Part, which is of an admirable 
Texture, is in the Extaſy of the ve- 
nereal Act diſtended, and thereby 
are its nervous Papillæ endu d with 
a Senſation of the moſt exquiſite 
Pleaſure. It conſiſts of a Produc- 
tion of the ſpongious Body of the 


the emiſſary Paſſage, where it folds 


back, and invelops the Extremities 


of the Corpora cavernoſa Penis, 
forming an eminent Termination 
at the Corona Glandis. This Con- 
texture of the Glaus, muſt there-

fore be the ſame with that of the

follows, that the Blood running in 
by the Arteries, and its Return by 
the Veins being impeded by the 
Preſſure of the libidinous Muſcles 
on the Bulb of the Lrethra, lying 
under the Neck of the Bladder, it . 

: | * may 
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may be fllled and diſtended almoſt 
to burſting; this happens only in 
the venereal Act, in which Circum- 
ſtance it becomes very much in- 
flamed. But immediately upon 
the Emiſſion of the Seed, it grows 
flaccid, and being at that Inſtant ex- 
tremely ſpongy, it eaſily ſucks into 
its Cells, now juſt emptied, any 
Thing that is capable of penetrating 
its hot Superficies. Hence we learn, 
why the Contagion ſo often ſeizes 
this Part; . why the fungous Sub- 
ſtance of the Glans is frequently ſo 
full of the Matter deſcrib'd above, 
that it will tranſude by a ſlight Preſ- 
ſure of it; why Ulcers form'd in 
this Part ſhall almoſt entirely con- 
ſume it with a venereal Rottenneſs; 
and yet the Glaus ſhall drop off, 

frequently leaving the remaining 
Part of the Yard untouch'd with the 
Contagion. Laſtly it appears, that 
there is a Communication between 
Ker 0 


the Head of the Penis, and the Part 
that is ſituate immediately under the 
Neck of the Bladder, by means of 
the ſpongious Body of the Urethra; 


ſince the whole is but one and the

ſame cellulous Body continued, 


and fince the Superficies of theſe 
Cells is always ſmeard over with 
an unctious fatty Humour, to lu- 
bricate it, and render ir expandible, 
which is the Reaſon why the Con- 
tagion, having once got Footing 
here, thrives and increaſes in ſo ex- 
travagant a Manner. The other 
Part, which, together with the ſpon- 
gious Body of the Urethra, goes to 
the Formation of the Glaus, is 2 
numerous Range of nervous Pa- 
pillæ, endued with an exquiſite 
Senſe, which are diſpos d in orderly 
S$irata all over the Surface of the 
ſpongious Body, from the Corona 
Clandis, to the Orifice of the Ure- 
. thra. Thus is the external Surface 
ny 


ſtroyed by the venereal Poiſon, the 
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of the Glaus ſurrounded entirely 
vVith Nexves, the proper Inſtruments 
both of Pleaſure and Pain; and theſe 
lie one over another, immediately 
under the very fine outward Mem- 
brane. Hence if the Glans be ſtript 
of this extreme Covering, the ner- 
vous Papillæ being at Freedom will 


ſtart upright, and cauſe it to appear 


rough and villous. Again, every 


one of theſe Papille are ſeparated 


from one another, by a very chin 
cellulous Membrane. If therefore 
the venereal Virus once gets through 


the fine external Membrane of the 


Glaus, and eats away this Mem- 


brane, the Papille will then be 


left quite bare. How exquiſite and 
intollerable is the Pain in this Caſe! 


Among the mighty Number of ve- 
nereal Symptoms, none is more cru- 


ciating than this. The tender cel- 
lulous Membrane being once de- 


Un- 
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unconiin d Papille form Excreſcen- 
ces, which are what we call vene- 
real Warts, a horrible Symptom, 
cChieſſy conſpicuous about the Carona 
 _ Glandis, che Papille being there 
more plentiful than elſewhere. I 1 
have beheld with Horror a Caſe of 
this Kind, where the Clans reſem- 
bled a Hedge-hog, and entirely im- 
| peded the Motion of the Prepuce. 
Should an unskilful Surgeon venture 
to apply acrid or irritating Medi- 
9 naked _ Pa- 
pille; the moſt likely Conſequence 
would be an Inflammation, Swel- 
ling, and Priapiſm of the whole 
Penis, accompanied with moſt bit- 
ter Pains. Whence we learn, that in 
this Caſe too, Emollients, Moiſte- 
ners, Laxatives, Anodynes, and 
Promoters of Perſpiration are the 
fafeſt Remedies; which muſt of 
Neceſſity be called in at laſt, were 
it for nothing elſe but to * 
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the Miſchiefs occaſioned by the 
Uſe of Corroſives. I have done 
more with Milk and Marſh-mal- 
lows in ſuch Caſes, than ever was 
done with Mercury. And Unguent. 
Althee, or Nutritum, has been 
found preferable to Ag) priacum, 
or any mercurial Ointment. The 
laſt Thing which makes a Part of 
the Glaus, is the fine Membrane 
mentioned above, which covers it. 
This is a Production of the internal 
Cuticle of the Prepuce over the 
Corona glandis; it is expanded over 
its whole Surface, as well as over 
the Skin of the Prepuce ; and in 
the fame Manner it covers the 


whole Skin of the Penis, after the | | 


Manner of a ſcarf Skin, making a 
Communication between the ſcarf 
Skin and the Saperficies of the 
Glaus. On this Score it has been 
obſervable, that malignant Ulcers 


of the Nut have affected the Gans; 
and

and Sores on the Glaus, have toms 
municated their Taint to the exter- 
nal Body of the Penis. By this 
one Example we are taught how. 
wonderful and extraordinary is the 
Scope of Nature, in producing ſo 
many various Evils from one and 
the ſame Venom, mixed with the 
Fat of the Body, and acting in dif- 
ferent Parts of it. Thus J chink I 
have laid down the juſt Idea of this 
Diſeaſe, and of its Cure, unleſs 1 
am required to ſay ſomething more, 
when the Cafe happens to bean In- 
fection of the Marrow within the 
Bones. In this Circumſtance all 
the oleous Subſtance is ſoon cor- 
rupted, and becomes raneid, pu- 
my and virulent. For as there is 
no Way for the Venom to diſcharge 
itſelf, and as the Veſſels are here 
exceeding tender, and the Humours 
entirely oleous, the whole Con- 
tents of the Bones mult quickly 
Hen 1 
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become putrid, and by Reaſon of 
their very languid Motion fall in- 
to a State of Stagnation. So that 
no Medicine can have an Efficacy 
ſufficient either to put a Stop to 
the Corruption once begun, or to 
ſeparate and expel what is already 
corrupted. The Veſſels which 
were naturally deſtin d to convey 
che vital Liquid from the Periaſte- 
aum chrough the Bone, and repoſite 
tit in its Cavity, are now corroded, 
| and can-furniſh or leparate no more; 
and che Oleous Fat which was wont 
to be poured out from the Marrow, 
between the Lamina of the Bones, 
or convey d back by the Veſſels of 
the Periaſteum, now circulates no 
more; but a fetid and rancid Hu- 
mour takes its Place, corrupring 


and infecting all it meets with; 


whence the Bones become carious, 
and their Lamellæ cleave to one 
another: The Periaſteum which na- 

. . _ turally 
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tutally adheres to the Bone, is diſ- 
tended and eaten through, and is 
afflicted with moſt acute Pains, eſ- 
pecially from Evening to Midnight; 
this is the State of Things where 
there is either Gummi, Tophus, or 
Exqſiaſis. And the like Corruption 
ſeizes on all the circumambient 
Parts, being chiefly communicated 
by the Membrana adipoſa, whoſe 
Cells, even as far as the Skin, ate 
all inflated, tumid, and fungous, 
and at laſt form fiſtulous, fetid, 
ichorous, and incurable Ulcers. 
When Matters are arrived at this 
Paſs, tis in vain to expect Help 
from Medicines. But When one 
Part alone of any ſingle Bone has 
the medullary Fat between ſome 
of the Lamellæ corrupted, it will 
decay in that Part, and the Lamelle 


will always ſeparate, and the Bone 
will be hufft up; the Humour af- 
fecting the Veſſels of the Perigſte-

um in Conſequence ;- whence enſues 
a painful Tenſion and Inflammati- 
on: And here again, the continued 
Pannicalus adipoſus corrupts and 
forms Abſceſſes. Theſe when they 
are laid open by Art, as far as the 
Bone, will ſometimes permit the 
infected Lamina to ſeparate, when 
they happen to be protruded by the 
Veſſels lying under them, Which ſtill 
continue vegete and lively; and then 
a new Perioſteum will be formed, 
and the Complaint be perfectly heal- 
ed: Or elſe the foul Part may be 
ſeparated from the ſound by tlie 
Scalper, Cautery, or Corroſive, and 
ſo the like Cure may be obtained; 
nor is there any other known Me- 
thod of removing this Grievance. 
Hence we fee, when and how the 
"Contagion that has ſeized the Bones 
may - be deſtroyed, and in what

derful, that ſo intricate and perplext 
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a Matter ſhould be reduc'd to ſuch 
a Simplicity: I anſwer, that my 
Induſtry and Scrutiny has been ex- 
tremely exact in noting the ſucceſs- 
ful and unfortunate Events in great 
Numbers of Caſes of each Kind; 
and from this alone I have been en- 
abled to determine on the Matter. 
therefore pronounce, that the whole 
Chance for curing an infected Bone 
conſiſts in this alone, that there may 
be underneath the contaminated 
Lamella a ſound Marrow, and that 
the arterial Veſſels are lively and 
vegete enough to ſeparate, caſt off, 
and exfoliate the foul Part of the 
Bone, leaving the ſound Part bare. 
And all that Art can do is to lay 
the Bone bare, to encreaſe the 
Strength of the ſound Veſſels, and 
to promote Wend the natural Se- 
paration, or to ſeparate the cor- 
rupted Part of the Bone wich the 
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Hand. I muſt here ſubjoin an Ob- 
ſervation of the greateſt Moment. 


Whenſdever the Periofleum of a 
Bone, which is thin and laminated; 


and which has no Marrow, and 
whoſe Veſſels are very few in Num- 


ber, and thoſe but feeble too; if 


this Membrane be deſtroy d, the 
Bone will never be recovered either 
by Art or Nature, but a Caries will 


be continued even to the Sutures 
which join it with other Bones, and 


it will fall to Pieces all at once, or 
elſe the Parts of it will all deca 
one after another. For as theſe 
Bones do receive all their Life and

and have ſcarce any Circulation o 

Jny Liquid within them; It follows, 
that if the Perioſteum be deſtroy'd,

Of 
this Kind are the Bones of the Pa · 
WT | late 
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late and Noſe; the Vomer and Eib- 
moides, the ſpongious Bones of the 
Noſe, the Ungars, the Planum, and 
all che Bones of the Orbit, the La- 
mine of the Os Maxille ſuperioris 
cavi, the thin Apophyſes of the Os 
Spheroides, the under Lamia of 
the hollow HHnus in the Os Frontis. 
It gives me no ſmall Anguiſh at 
this Time, to call to mind the man 
deplorable Inſtances which I have 
beheld of this Truth, even in thoſe 
who chole to commit thetnſelves ro 
my Care, after they had applied to 
Perſons of the niceſt Judgment, and 
higheſt Diſtinction in our Art, in 
ſeveral Countries, without any Suc- 
ceſs. I was well acquainted with, 
and had no mean Opinion of many 
Medicines which ſtand highly te- 
commended in Diſeaſes of the Bones. 
Such as J#ffitus 


's of Mercury, and 

Cinnabar, and mereutial Errbini; 
yet art they here of no Effect. For 
| when, 
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when, through an inveterate Pox, 
Schnejder's Membrane is once taken 
hold of, whether it be in the Mouth, 
Noſe, or Larynx, or any other Part 
that it inveſts, and is eaten through, 
there is nothing in the Nature of 
Things chat can be of Service, un- 
leſs the Bone having loſt its Cover- 
ing, chances to drop away without. 
infecting the reſt, Now to pre- 
| ſerve the remaining Part of the 
Membrane ſonnd, will require our 
utmoſt Endeayours. This Mem- 
brane is thin, mucous, fat, full of 
a Thouſand Folds, Wrinkles and 
Cavities, and .ever expos'd to the 
open Air, which renders the Un- 
dertaking extremely difficult. He 
therefore that would be cautious of 
promiſing more than is in the Power 
of Art to perform, ought to pro- 
ceed with great Diffidence, when he 
obſerves a filthy, putrid, rancid 

Matter diſcharg d in great Quanti- 

en ries 
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ties from the Noſe; when there are 
Ulcers in the baek Part of the 
Throat, which look like the Fat of 
Bacon; when the Palate is fallen, 
and the Tonſils and thick Mem- 
brane of the Palate are eaten away. 
Let him be careful in chooſing out 
the moſt proper Applications, let 
him not omit: to try whatever his 
Knowledge may ſuggeſt, tho he 
be diffident of the Succeſs; let him 
behave with Prudence in his Prog- 
noſtics, and he may venture to 
laugh at the hardy Boaſts of others, 
tho he heartily commiſerates the 
Patient. What I have here impar- 
ted with Freedom, is downright 
Truth and Simplicity, and may ſuf- 
fice to inform you what is my Opi- 
nion of the Diſeaſe in queſtion. It 
remains now, that I openly declare 
what I know as to its Cure. 

If a recent Contagion be diſco- 
vered on a Part that is covered with 
ö en 
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real Skin, let it be well waſh d and 
ribbd for A good while together, 
wich Wine, Honey, and Salt, made 
as hot as may well be endured: 
Then let a Fomentation of theſe be 
made Uſe of to the Part, wringing 
out theCloths, and keeping them of 
an equal Warmth. It che Com- 
laint has been of any Continuance 
* the Phyſician be called in; 
_ the Part having been well waſh'dl 
with the abovementioned Things 
made very hot; lay to it a Bliſter- 
plaſter of Cantharides, and over all 
apply the Fomentation; to the Place 
that is ulcerated apply Luguentum 
auremm, or Tetrapharmacum, which 
ſhould be ſoft, and mixed with a 
little Precipitate, ro keep the Sore 
open: Upon this 3 
tation; treat it in this Manner for 
twelve Days or more, and I pro- 
nounce the Perſon cured, who, by 
_ «the by, {ſhould avoid all fat and 


hot Diet. If a recent Contagion has 
affected a Part that is not covered 
with a real Skin, as the inſide of the 
Prepuce, the Glans, Lips, Mouth, 
or the like: I firſt recommend a 
Bath of the former Things, or the 
like, which cannot be too emollient. 
For that will certainly prove the 
beſt Remedy in this Caſe, which 
does moſt relax the Pores, and. 
thereby permits the contaminating 
Matter to be driven out: Ever 
therefore have Recourſe to warm 
moiſtening and emollient Fomen- 
tations. Theſe are likewiſe to be 
uſed, when the Part infected is raw 
and open, for then the Matter will 
be eaſily drawn out, and there will 
be little Danger of its penetrating. 
inwards, and ſo the preſent Com- 
plaint is removed, and any future 
one prevented. Purging Hydra- 
gogues are here likewiſe of Help, 
requently adminiſtred. A Balſam 
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i 
made of Turpentine, the Volk of 
an Egg, and crude Mercury well 
united together, will prove exceed- 
ingly emollient, if apply d on ſome 
Lint to the Ulcer. And thus may 
a perfect Cute be obtained by this 
ſimple Method, which, if neglec- 
ted, a confirm d Pox frequently 
enſues. It is not to be wonder'd 
at, that I ſhould wholly omit Mer- 
cury in my Method of Cure, when 
almoſt. every Practitioner is confi- 
dent that Mercury, and Mercury 
alone is ſufficient to this Purpoſe. 
Let it be obſerved, that I am here 
concernd only in the Treatment 
of one ſingle external Part, where 
the Infection is recent, and is en- 
tirely confin d to a particular Ulcer. 
And in ſuch a Caſe, I pronounce a 
ſafe Cure from the Method laid 
down, and I am well aſſured it is 
fully ſufficient, What Quickſilver 
acts in a Cure I ſhall by and bu 
at = | 4 
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declare: In the mean Time I ſhall 
never be ' reconcil'd ro the hardy 
Proceedings of ſuch, who, when they 
are conſulted in this Diſotder, pre- 
ſently preſcribe Quickſilver, which 
ever does Miſchief to the | Body, 
_ and is oftentimes needleſs. Women 
are commonly beſet with ſuch Kind 
of Ulcers in thoſe Parts of the Pu- 
dendum, where the mucilagenous 
Moiſture prevails ; and nothing can 
be more beneficial to them than 
Baths and Fomentations that are 
emollient, detergent, and oppoſite 
to Putrefaction. Vinegar, Wine, 
Honey, Salt, I reckon amongſt the 
latter; and the former conſiſt chiefl 
of emollient Herbs of every Sort. 
I have ſeen with a great deal of Plea- 
ſure, great Numbers cured by this 
Method in a very ſhort Time, Care 
being taken of them before the In- 
fection had produced any further 
Conſequences. A Man may ſay;

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But how ſhall I be convinced, that 
the Complaint is of ſuch a Nature 
that I may with Safety rely upon 
what you recommend, without ha- 
zarding a Neglect by the Diſuſe of 
more potent Remedies? I anſwer, 
that the Time ſince the Injury was 
contracted, the Look of the Part 
aſſected, and the Abſence of all o- 
ther Symptoms after the moſt ſcru- 
tinous Enquiry, are of ſufficient 
Weight to determine him. I ſhall 
ſubjoin this ſingle Admonition, If

Contagion. rouz d up, exaſperated, 
ſer in Motion, and mixed with the 
Blood; and upon the falling of the 
Pens will be likely to regurgitate 
into the Blood- veſſels. I have 
been convinc d, that the moſt ap- 
prov d Methods of curing this Diſ- 
eaſe, have ever failed of Succeſs 
' Where Erections have been frequent, 
whatever might be the Caule of 
them, as indeed it happens for the 
moſt Part, chat there are too many; 
nay I have known a Gonorrhoa ac- 
tually cured, to return upon the 
firſt venereal Extaſy, ſo that it re- 
quired a freſh Adminiſtration of 
Remedies. Whatſoever therefore 
ſets the Imagination ro Work, whe- 
| M ther 
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ther it be Meat, Drink or Medi- 
cine, or Converſation with the ami- 
able Sex, or Pictures, or Stories, 
or Reading; ſhould be avoided as 
Things which will moſt probably 
produce the worſt Coal. ences. 


The Diet ſhould conſiſt for the 


moſt Part of Water, Whey, Wheat, 
Barley, or Fruit. If Purges are e- 


ver ſuppos d to be of Service in 


this Complaint, I would prefer Hy- 
dragogues, as Jalap, Hermodactyls, 

Scammony, and Senna. Theſe ta- 
ken frequently, have a Power of 
attenuating the Blood, and making 
it like Water, ſo that it ſhall be 
determin d downward, and evacu- 
ated by the Inteſtines; their Action 


is likewiſe very conſiderable on the 
urinary Veſſels, the Bladder and 
Urethra. On this Score it is, that 


the Uſe of them is highly approv d 
of in the Countries where this Diſ- 
eaſe is natural, as Hfrica and Ames» 


rica; and it is likewiſe recommen- 
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b ded by the beſt Judges in our Art: 
This Method would put in Com- 
petition wich all others, a great 
Number of which I have been ac- 
qazineed\wich;” and fairly made the 
Compariſon. I muſt on indeed, 
that it is not well accommodated to 
the Oircumſtances of Courtiers, or 
Men of publick Employ; but then 
it ſfould be remembred on the o- 
cker Hand, that Safety is generally 
procured not without ſome Diffi- 
cult and Trouble. I am no Stran- 
ger to che Pretences of Quacks, 
thatila Cure may go forwards in 
che midſt of Luxury, Riding, and 
all Kinds of Self- indulgence; but 
when J have myſelf attempted it, 
I have always ſucceeded * 
kn And I have often, with no 
ſmalb Concern, been witneſs to the 
wretched Inconvenience, which ſe-

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Fthink- indeed that the Trouble of 
Cataplaſms and Fomentations can- 
not be ſaid to be very: groat; hows 
ever ſhould it be thought ſo, ſome 
emollient kind Flaſten may be uſed 
in their Stead; as the Hm de 
Aſucilaginibus, de Moliloto, or the 
like; yet fomenting and pultiſing 
are ſtill! better.

tity of virulent Pus. This gene- 


rally ariſes from a Gonorrhqma that 
has been of long Continuance, or 
elle from many Gonorrhœas enſu- 
ing one upon another in a quick Suc- 


ceſſion; its Marks are Tumors in 
che Perinæum, frequent Intercep- 


tions of Urine, and a voiding a large 
Quantity of purulent and putrid 


Matter, incurable Impoſtumes of 


the Part, malignant and obſtinate 
Ulcers in the Peringum, and ſome- 


times Ulcers of the worſt Kind a- 


bout the Region of the Proſtatæ, 
which eat into and conſume the 
neighbouring Parts. But the moſt 
horrible Symptom of all, is a ſud-

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den Suppreſſion of Urine, which 
oft · times comes on without any e- 
vident Cauſe; this is accompany'd 


with a painful Teneſinus, and In- 


clination to piſs, when at the ſame 


Time the Paſſage will not admit of 
a Catheter: At length, after intolle- 
rable and continued Pain, a large 
Quantity of purulent Matter is diſ- 
charged at once thro the Urethra, 
and ſo the Urine again recovers a 
free Paſſage, till the like Misfortune 
returns. Tis obvious, that this 
muſt be a Caſe whoſe Cure is at- 


tended wich the utmoſt Difficulty; 


and here too Salivations are to take 
Place, together with a careful Ad- 
miniſtration of all that was recom- 
mended in the former ſeveral Spe- 
cies, Finally, the laſt and moſt 
horrible Species of a Gonorrhœa is, 
that wherein the Mouths of the ſe- 
minal Veſſels, which lie open to 


the Proſtate, take in the Infection. 


Theſe are well deſcrib'd by the ac- 
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curate Morgagni. The corroſive 
Poiſon from hence gets into the 
Heſiculæ ſeminales themſelves, and 
there contaminating the Parietes as 
well as their Contents, occaſions a 
moſt filthy and plentiful Flux, ren- 
dring the Parts ſinuous all around, 
and forming Labyrinths of Ulcers. 
How deplorable is the Patient's 
Condition in ſuch a Caſe? I have 
ſeen the whole cellular Apparatus, 
which encloſes the Ye/icule ſemina- 
les, the Bladder, the Inteſtinum 
redtum, and the Perinæum quite 
.ulcerated, putrified, and eat thro' 
with fiſtulous Ulcers, which reach d 
to the Scroium, Permenum, and 
Anus, ſo that the whole was no- 
thing but Sinus sand Fiſtula's. Baths, 
Fomentations, Injections, Plaſters, 
Unguents, Cataplaſms, Inciſions, 
or Dilatations, were of no Service 
here; and I have known the Urine 
pals through the Ulcers. Not even 
Abſtinence, Decoctions of the 
* Woods, 
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Woods, Sweats rais d by Spirit of 
Wine, or eyen Salivatioris would 
do any good. Theſe Things have 
been an ocular Wirneſs to; and 
I ſhould never have done, were I. 
to recount all I know of theſe ſad 
| Truths. Suffice it then, that my 
; | Reader has been inform'd, that the 
real Seat of this Poiſon, productive 
of ſo many various Effects, is in 
the human Fat. I have only this 
more to ſubjoin, namely, the Cure 
of this Diſeaſe, when we are ſure 
that it is diſpers d all over the Fat 
of the whole Body, and continually 
propagates its Malignancy there. 
We are aſſured, that the Matter is 
ſo when after converſing with ſuſ- 
picious Perſons, or after Gonorrhœas 
have followed one another in quick 
Succeſſion, or eſpecially after ne- 
glected external Ulcers; or ſuch as 
have been cruſted over by Eſcharo- 
ticks, Spots like the ſmall Pox do 


appear on the Surface of the Skin, 
n 
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Ulcers beſet the Lips, Gums, 
Tongue, Palate, Upula, Tonſils, 
Root of the Tongue, Larynx, 
Pharynx, or Noſtrils: Theſe Symp- 
toms are ſufficient Proofs, that the 
venereal Poiſon is diſpers'd all over 
the. Body, and demands the moſt 
ſpeedy Cure. And when Pains are 
elt in the Bones of the Canium, 
or in the Middle of the larger Bones, 
where the Joints are formed, ſeem- 
ing as if the Bones were ready 
to ſplit; and beginning a little after 
Sun- ſet, increaſing by Degrees till 
Night, being then ſo intollerable as 
to oblige the Patient to leave his Bed, 
and ending about Morning; tis 
paſt all Diſpute, that the Diſorder 
lies in the Fat of the Bones; which 
will be farther confirm d by Tu- 
mors and Topbi ariſing on the Bones 
themſelves; eſpecially the Marrow 
will be known to be corrupted b 
malignant Ulcers, which will ſpread 
themſelves over the external _ 
ace.

tirpatg the Diſeaſe, when it is be- 
come inveterate, and to prevent it 
from returning after a while, with- 
cout entirely diſſolving the Oil of 
the Body, and purging it of the 
Poiſon that has been ſo long united 
with it. Ve muſt therefore look 
out for a Method that will be pow- 
erful enough to reſolve the Tenacit 
of the Fat, Marrow, or any Thing al. 
in which the venereal Poiſon inheres, 
ſo that it may become fluid as Wa- 
ter, and capable of entring the ſmal- 
leſt Veſſels, in order to its being 
thrown out of the Body. But where 
ſhall I find an Inſtrument fit to work 
with? Why, Quickſilver will anſwer 
the End. For by whatſoe ver Means 
this Subſtance becomes mixt with the 
vital Fluid; it will in Conſequence 
of its Weight, being thirteen Times 
- heavier than the Blood, by the 
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Force of the Heart and Arteries be 
impell'd with ſuch an Imperus, as 
entirely to break its Texture, atid 
bring its red and yellow Globules 
into an exceeding ſmall Size, till the 
whole at laſt be reduc d to a ſubtle, 
able of paſſing out 
by the ſmall Ve The Particles 
of Quickſilver, doubrleks are exceed- 
ly minute, and much ſmaller than 


the Globules of the Blood, fince it 


eaſily and inſenſibly pervades the 


Pores of the Skin; and its even more 
ſubtle than Water, as we may collect 

from its ſo eaſily ſinking | into Gold, 

the moſt denſe of all known Bodies; 
notwithſtanding it has itſelf ſome De- 
gree of Tenacity, fromthe great At- 
traction of its Particles among one 
another. Morever, we find this Fo- 


fil to-be mmdtable by Art, and 


is perhaps the leaſt corroſive or a- 
crid Body in Nature. All which 
being duly conſider d, it will appear 


on what Principle- Mercury will be 


ſolely 


ſolely ſufficient to eradicate this Diſ- 
caſe.” And this it does, becauſe, as I ſaid 
before, it iscapable of reſolving all the 
Humours of the Body into the Subtilty 
of Water, dividing the Tenacity of the 
Oil, and making it to paſs off by Spit- 
tle, Stool, Urine, or Sweat, and with 
it all the old Materials of the Diſeaſe. 
In Conſequence of which, the Perſon 
muſt needs ſink under ſuch a Circum- 
ſtance, unleſs a new Set of proper Li- 
quids be ſupply d, inſtead ot thoſe 


which were evacuated. It will be in 


vain to rely * the Action of Mer- 
cury in this Diſeaſe, when it is become 
inveterate, if one Drop of the Hu- 
mours of the Body be left untouch d, 
which have the leaſt Admixture of Fat, 
for they muſt be all thin as Water, be- 
fore they can poſſibly be diſcharg d 
out of the Body, together with the. 
venereal Poiſon The leaſt remain- 
ing Particle will be ſufficient to con- 
taminate the new Juices as faſt as form- 
ed, and the Caſe will be much worſe 
than before, becauſe after a Salivation 
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the Cells are ſoon fill d with a latger 


Quantity of Fat than before, and ſo the 


Diſeaſe wilt be form d anew. Whence 
we are to judge, that the Cure is not 
rightly performed, unleſs the Perſon 
looks pale as Death, and is emaciated 
like a Skeleton; and unleſs, thro? the 
whole Courſe of his Cure he has been 
careful to avoid fat Food; and all this 
has been continued till all the old Hu- 
mours were ſent off. Every one has 
not the Knack of managing Quickſil- 


ver, ſo as to produce Succeſs. For un- 


lleſs theſe Admonitions be regarded, 


and the Patient be kept continually 
pretty warm; and finally, unleſs when 
he is ſo far cured, he do refrain 
at leaſt a Month or two longer from 
fat and putreſcent Diet, you'll repent 
you have ſo long tortur d him to ſo 
little Purpoſe; for ſomething will be 
always ready to ſtart up, which may 
give a new Life to the Diſeaſe. I will 
add one Thing which I have been too 
well convinced of by Experience: 
Quickſilver cures this Diſeaſe in Con- 
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ſequence of nothing bur its being ſer 


in Motion by the vital Power. And 


it is not in virtue of any medicated 


Power of its own, that it can do any 
good, when the Diſorder is fixed in 


Parts wherethe Force of the Heart and 
Arteries does not act. For this Rea- 
ſon a Caries of the Diplie and Canium 


are not cured by it, bur it lies ſtill, 


and ſtagnates in their Cavities when 
they are deſtitute of their Fat; and on 
the ſame Score it does little Service 


where the Marrow of. the Bones is in- 


fected. If a Gonorrhœa be ſituate only 
in the cellular Cavities of the Penis, 
where the Humour has but a very 
languid Impetus, it never cures it, tho

Read de Hutten's Book, 
not once, but read it over and over 
and there you Il be convinc d, tharall 
the Poiſon may be entirely waſh'd | 
away by a ſtrong Lixivium of Guaia- 
cum. The Art conſiſts in this, that 
here alſo the whole Fat muſt be re- 
ſaly'd, and the Body ſo emaciated, 
that not a Drop that is oleous may re: 
main in it; on which Score this is called 
the Cure by Exiccation, The Patient 
is to be ſhut up in a, Place Ae

hot enough to throw him into a Sweat 
without any other Aſſiſtance. He 
muſt refrain all the while from Meats 


and Drinks that are any ways fat. He 


is to be fed with dry Biſcuit and Raiſins 
alone, and he is to uſe no other Drink 

but a Decoction of Guazacum. This 
he muſt drink of four Times a Day, 

as much as he can each Time; at leaſt 
he muſt drink half a Pint each Time, 
and if more the better. After he has 
been filling himſelf with this Liquor 


for ſome Days together, and begins to 


reſemble an Hydropick, the Body thus 
replete with the Liquor of a Wood, 
vhoſe penetrating Acrimony, and a- 
cute ballamie Quality is ſo great, that 
it reſolves and · dilutes all the Fat and 
Phlegm, and attenuates whatever is 
tenacious, and preſerves every Thing 
from farther Corruption; the next 
Thing to be done is, that a brisk Moti- 
on be propagated thro all the Veſſels, 
that fo they may be well waſh'd and 
deterg d in all Parts, and the infected 
Fat be entirely eliminated from the

Body. To this End let the Patient 
drink in the Morning faſting, till he 
be ready to burſt, then let him place 

himſelf on a wooden Chair, or lie down 
in Bed well cover'd with Blankets, 
where the Heat of burning Spirits muſt 

be gradually convey d to his Body, till 
he is thrown into a profuſe Sweat, in 
which he muſt continue as long as he is 
able; half an Hour is full enough.
